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The hunting season for migrat- 
01 y birds opened in Southern Al¬ 
berta on Wedne^flay of this week 
and remains open until Dec. 10. 
The season opened a week earlier 
this year than last year, due in 
pt'.-t to demands that the opening 
be moie in line with the start of 
the harvest season. 

Local duck population in this 
area does not seem to be as great 
as last year. Many of the smaller 
sloughs have dried up as a lesult 
of the dry weather since July 1 
and even the larger dams and 
sloughs do not seem to be carrying 
any great number of ducks. It is 
reported that the area between 
Red Deer and Edmonton has a 
greater-than-usual duck popula¬ 
tion. However, thue have been a 
few reports of duck damage to 
swathed barley in the Vulcan dist¬ 
rict and few of the .hunters out 
Wednesday morning came back 
empty-handed. 

The daily bag limit for ducks 
has been increased to 10. Possess¬ 
ion limit is increased to 40 birds, 
of which not more than 20 may be 
species other than mallard. The 
daily limit for geese remains at 
five, with a possession limit of 15. 

Regulations^ which should be 
remembered and observed tee: 

It is unlawful, at any time, to 
have a loaded shotgun in any ve¬ 
hicle, cr to discharge any such 
shotgun from any vehicle, or shoot 
along or across any main or sec¬ 
ondary highway; to hunt game 
birds with a shotgun of any des¬ 
cription which has not bean perm¬ 
anently plugged so as to reduce 
the capacity of said gun to a max¬ 
imum of three shells in the maga¬ 
zine and chamber combined; to 
use any rifle or firearm firing a 
single bullet or ball cartridge in 
the hunting of any migratory game 
bird; to hunt over any enclosed 
lands that are posted with “No 
Hunting” signs without having 
first obtained the consent of the 
owner or occupant. 

Much emphasis has teen placed/ 
the last few years on farmer- 
sportsman relationships. 

Hunters should make it a rule 
to ask permission before hunting 
on private land; should put up 
bars and close gates; should crawl 
through, over or under fences 
without breaking them down; 

' should be careful not to injure or 
destroy fowl or stock or let dogs 
worry livestock; and should always 
extinguish camp fires, cigarettes, 
embers from pipe before leaving 
the area. * 

In most instances, farmers wilt 
not only be glad to let you hunt 
on their property, but are also 
likely to point out the best hunting 
spots. 

Hunting can also lead to a 
shameful loss of U<e, or serious 
accidents if safety is not made 
general practice by>veryone hand¬ 
ling a gun. 1 . 

All hunters should adopt these 10 
commandments; 

1. Treat ew?ry.gun with the re- 
spect d ue to a loaded gun. 

2. Guns carried Into camp or 
home, or when otherwise not in 
use, must always be unloaded and 
taken down or have actions open., 

3. Always be sure barrel and 
. action are clear of obstructions 

and that you have only ammuni¬ 
tion of the proper size for the gun 
you are carrying. Remove oil and 
tcease from the chamber betoie 
firing. 

4. Always carry your gun so 
that you can control the direction 
of the muzzle even if you stumble; 
kep the safety on until you are 

> ready to shoot. 

5. Be sure of your target before 
you pull the trigger, know the id¬ 
entifying features of the game you 
intend to hunt. 

B. Never point a gun at any¬ 
thing you do not want *o shoot, 
avoid all horseplay while handling 
a gun. 

7. Unattended guns should be un- 
1 loaded; guns and ammunition 

should be stored separately beyond 
reach of children and careless a- 
dults. 

8. Never climb a tree or fence 
or jump a ditch with a loaded gun; 
never pull a gun toward you by 
the muzzle. 

9. Never shoot a bullet at a flut,

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Bits and Pieces . . . 

IN CHECKING through weekly newspapers of 
the province it is interesting to see that several school 
divisions are this year instituting the text book rental 
plan. This plan has been in effect in the County of 
Vulcan Schools for at least two or three years and 
has saved parents of school children considerable 
money in this time. 


SEVERAL PEOPLE have asked us lately if the 
town has any plans for increasing the efficiency of 
the sewer disposal plant. When the wind is in the 
right direction the stench is quite noticeable. We 
understand that more sewerage is now going through 
the plant than it was actually designed to handle. The 
effluent from the plant is supposed to be absolutely 
odorless if the sewage is properly treated, but if it 
goes through in too short a time an odor remains. We 
don’t know what action, if any, the town is. planning 
to meet this situation, but if the plant has to be en¬ 
larged steps to get this project under way should be 
taken immediately. 


EVERY YEAR safety groups throughout the 
province, in co-operation with the rtewspape'rs and 
farm magazines, preach the subject of farm safety. 
Farmers are becoming more safety-conscious but still, 
every year, in the spring and fall, there are farm 
accidents to report. Usually only the fatal or near- 
fatal accidents make the headlines, but the loss of a 
finger or two is not easily laughed off either. Would 
you give one of your fingers for two minutes time? 
Of course you wouldn’t. But that, or the loss of an 
arm or a leg, could easily be the price you’ll pay by 
not taking proper safety precautions when working 
with farm machinery. Think it over ... 

Better QualityjjWheat 

Perfect harvest weather has prevailed this week 
and it is hoped that it will last the balance of this 
month at least. A month of fine, dry weather would 
see practically all the crop off and, most important, 
would assure farmers of harvesting good quality 
wheat. 

It has been some years since farmers have har¬ 
vested, to any great extent, that high-protein No. 1 
spring wheat for which this district has been famous. 
A succession of years with early snowfalls, early 
frosts or heavy fall rains has made No. 1 wheat almost 
a rarity and the wet years, while producing big crops, 
are generally considered responsible for the steady 
drop in protein content of our wheat. 

Rainfall has not been overly abundant this year 
but has been sufficient to assure a good, maybe better- 
than-average crop. There have been no prolonged 
periods of rainy or cold weather in July or August. 
We hope that long-range weather forecaster who 
predicts a heavy snowstorm before Sept. 15 is wrong. 
If he’s right, the snow will be covering a lot of swathed 
grain, but if he’s wrong there should be a lot of darn 
good wheat harvested this year. 


Let's Not Be Easy Marks 

Says an editorial in the Edmonton Journal:. “A 
new way of shearing sheep is reported to be wide¬ 
spread on the prairies. Taxpayers, especially farmers, 
are being approached by men claiming to be officers 
of the department of national revenue, and are being 
persuaded to fill out income tax^returns, even when 
returns have already been made in a regular way. 
Then, the smooth-talking imposters are pocketing fees 
‘charged’ for assistance in preparation of the returns. 

"A warning about this ‘racket’ has been issued by 
Revenue Minister McCann. He reminds citizens that 
only authorized officers of his department are per¬ 
mitted to call on a taxpayer, that no member of the 
staff is allowed to accept any fee from a taxpayer' 
for any service rendered, and that bonafide officers 
carry' proper credentials.

Aphids in Cover Crop 

The weather this summer his 
be’ more favorable than usual, for 
the increase of aphid populations. 
This situation ha$_.added to the 
fuimers worries. Fits! it was the 
corn aphid on late seeded barley 
crops, now cover crops a;e being 
attacked. I have observed several, 
fields of cover crop that a.e carry¬ 
ing a large population of aphids, 
and these fields will probably b-> 
lost unless a change in the weather 
occurs. During the past week we 
have received reports from many 
furriers, which would indicate this 
situation to be fairly widespread, 
and common to southern Alberta. 

If the aphids destroy a large 
pi.i t of the cover "crop, a rather 
serious situation could arise with 
regard to wind erosion. Most cover 
e.op fields have been worked seve- 
tal times to destroy weed growth: 
this has left these fields practically 
devoid of t.rash cover, nnd very 
susceptible to wind damage. 

While thi. conibinatii n of un¬ 
fortunate circumstances could 
have rather serious consequences; 
there are societal things that may 
toe done to help Providing I he 
crop has not deteriorated too badly 
it may be sprayed with malathion, 
using from 3 lo 10 gallons of spray 
per acre. Malathion is diluted with 
water, depending on the strength
